Smith, and were secreted by Doyle in Brook- 
lyn, have been given in Taz Tarsune with 
fullness and accuracy. Assuming that a whole 
or part of the stories told by the detectives 
have been true, suspicions have naturally 
been directed to the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing. Secretary Folger alone bas 
been placed in possession of the whole 
story as to the reported thefts and the conse- 
quent extensive printing circulation of spu- 
rious money. Some of the reports are of 

THE MOST STARTLING CHARACTER, 
and it is fortunate for the peace of the commer- 
cial community that the Government gives cre- 
dence to but a small part of the extravagant 
statements that dave been made, none of which 
have as yet proved to be true. These reports 
are of the most extraordinary character, and 
they proceeded beyond question from an attempt 
to secure the release of Doyle. They are not like- 
ly to result in his release, but they may involve 
the criminal proseeution of others. An in- 
vestigation is still being made at the Treasury 
into the alleged fraudulent r — of 
Goveroment bonds and other 
Government is not yet ready to pu ‘he ‘eae 
in an official form.

physician that ber husband had a house and shop 
in Hozolo, and that she had always been on the 
best terms with the Russians of that town, On 
Easter Eve, as she was making preparations for 
the passover feast, a wild dorde burst open 
her door, took her baby, and threatened not 
to return it until she had given up all the money 
and valuables in the house.

BLOOD AT DENVER.

him futally. A large crowd gathered, and Wood 
was tuken to Jail.

THE DEADLOCK IN CONGRESS. 

The manifest duty of the Republican ma- 
jority in the House of Representatives with 
regard to the deadlock which the Democratic 
minority have forced upon Congressional 
business was hinted at by Mr. Belford, mem- 
ber from Colorado, in a short speech he 
made at the Kepublican caucus. Mr. Belford 
said: 

The Constitution provides that there shall be 
resent a majority of the members elected. 
‘he Republic is governed by wajorities, . ob = 
majorities mean the majorities of the 
sentatives who are elected. Filibustering ** 
resorted to to secure discussion. But the Demo- 
crats deciined discussion. They declare the 
minority shail govern, They lay back in the 
breecbing-straps like army mules, and wag 
their ears. Whenever the Speaker, by calling 


the roll or otherwise, discovers that there is a 
majority of the members present, it is his duty 


to exercise the powers couferred upon him by } 


the Constitution. The course of the Democrats 
is revolution. How are yuu gong to meet it? 
By counter- revolution. The Speaker is the 
organ of the House. Whenever tnere is a ma- 
jority of elected members in the House he 
must see that the Constitution becomes opera- 
tive. The course pursued by the Democrats is 
treason, rebellion, revolution. 


These remarks describe the situation fairly 
and outline the course which must be pur- 
sued in justice to the rights of the majority, 
the spirit of the Constitution, the principles 
of our Government, and the interests of the 
country. The factious minority must be 
taught that they cannot override all parlia- 
meutary laws and traditions in order to re- 
tain a seat for one of their own members who 
was not elected, and that they cannot sum- 
mon the assistance of dilatory motions which 
were intended to secure the right of discus- 
sion for the purpose of strangling discussion. 
There is but one effective way ta meet the 
rebellion of the minority against the Con- 
stitution, and that is to use the same sort. of 
coercion which was found necessary to com- 
pel rebellious States to recognize the power 
of the Government. When a number of 
States sought to defy the Constitution and 
go out of the Union an army was needed to 
put down the rebellion, and neither the Gov- 
ernment nor the people hesitated to assume 
the responsibility. Now that a Democratic 
minority in the House of Representatives 
assume to defy the Constitution and break 
down the principle of majority rule, shall 
the Republican majority hesitate to defend 
the Constitution with its force of numbers, 
set aside the rule which furnishes the Demo- 
erats the excuse for their obstruction, and 
proceed with the business in hand? If the 
Democrats wish to secede from Congress 
upon the application of this heroic remedy, 
let them take the responsibility of such a 


‘course, There will still be a quorum for the 


transaction of business, and the Republicans 
need have no fear of the popular verdict 
upon such an issue. 

The Democrats rely upon a rule made by 
themselves when they composed the major- 
ity of a previous House to enable them by 
frivolous motions to postpone Indefinitly the 
mere consideration of a contested electian 
case. But it is a well-established law of par- 
liamentary practice that no rule can be made 
by one legislative body which its successor 
may not repeal by a majority vote. At this 
stage the Democratic minority step forward 
and say to the majority: “You shall not 
repeal this rule nor make any new rule mod- 
ifying its application to constitutional rights, 
because we shall avail ourselves of it to fili- 
buster, and thus prevent you from obtain- 
ing a vote on the question.” Such a posi- 
tion involves a claim on jhe part of 
the minority that it may employ a 
rule of a defunct Congress to prevent the 


‘present Congress from making its own rules, 


which is a constitutional privilege, or from 
determining its own membership, which is a 
constitutional right. Thisis tantamount to 
saying that a Congress which has passed out 
of existence may govern a successor even to 
the extent ot overriding the organic law of 
the Nation. Such a proposition is simply 
preposterous. If its logic or justice were 
acknowledged the rule of the majority 
would be at an end. The people of the 
United States would be powerless to contro! 
their own affairs by the election of repre- 
sentatives. There would be-no escape from 
the thralidom which a minority in Congress 
might desire to impose through the aid of 
some regulation which had been made by a 
previous Congress in which they constituted 
the majority. 

It is the duty of the majority to set aside 
this outrageous and unrepublican theory of 
Congressional procedure. If the minority 
interpose by force to prevent the majority 
trom asserting their rights, then the majority 
must use their superior force to put down 
the rebellion. The first step must be taken 
by the Speaker. It is for him to declare that 
dilatory motions will not be recognized for 
the purpose of avoiding constitutional direc- 
tions. There are two ways in which the ma- 
jorRy may proceed to bring about this settle- 
ment of the controversy. They may report 
a rule restricting the employment of ob- 
structive methods. If the minority shall un- 
dertake to filibuster against the passage of 
such a rule it is the duty of the Speaker to 
hold that the House is intrusted by the Con- 
stitution with making its own rules, that a 
majority of the members elected constitute a 
quorum of the House, and that a constitu- 
tional right cannot be defeated by the ob- 
struction of the minority. Or the majority 
may raise the more direct issue that the Con- 
stitution makes the House the sole judge 
of its own membership, and that the de- 
termination of a contest over a seat is a 
question of the highest constitutional privi- 
lege. It will then become the duty of the 
Speaker to rule that obstructive methods 
cannot be maintained to defeat a constitu- 
tional privilege. He will have the support 
of a majority of the House, which is the 
quorum authorized by the Constitunon to 
transact business, and the consideration of 
the election case will then proceed.

We think it is unfortunate that among 
those who govern and direct the movements 
and eouncils of the trades-unions there is so 
little attention given to the current state of 


and producer that the great boom “ in prices 
reached its climax as long ago as January, 
and that prices have since then slowly but 
surely been declining. Money has become 
more valuable. We have begun exporting 
money where we imported it. Men have 
ceased buying stocks and bonds to reap the 
harvest of arise. Money which has been in- 
dustriously seeking investment is now put 
away—hoarded for a possibleneed. We have 
no wheat, corn, oats, or meats to export; the 
scarcity and high prices for these at home 
have actually recalled exports previously 
made. All speculative enterprises have been 
checked, and where investments have 
not been abandoned to avoid possible 
losses no new ones have been made. 
The whole tendency during the last 
few months has been downward, with 
a practical suspension of our export trade in 
breadstuffs and provisions. For the first time 
in years the monthly clearings at the 
Chicago Clearing-House show adecline over 
those of the preceding year. Under these 
circumstances it is not wise to compel em- 
ployers to the alternative of increasing wages 
or suspending production. The chances are 
altogether that on a falling market employers 
will think it no hardship to close their shops 
and sell off their stocks on hand, Working- 
men should not forget that on a rising mar- 
ket employers are competitors for labor, and 
that on a falling market they have no objec- 
tion to the men quitting work. 

In defiance of this universal rule there are 
thousands of workmen in various parts of 
the country who have voluntarily left their 
work because wages were not advanced in 
the presence of a falling market. 

One of the largests interests in this coun- 
try is that which controls and governs the 
100,000 miles of railway in this country. 
This interest has had its boom,“ and has 
rioted extravagantiy durm its existence. 
But transportation is not now booming in the 
way of income. Never had it so many 
thousands of men at wages, and never was 
there so little income from the business. It 
is not now a question of dividends, but one 
of ability to pay common expenses, It is 
hardly a time to compel an advance of wages 
on the railroads, when the railways would 
gladly dispense with one-half their force. 

During the year just closing nearly a mill- 
lon of persons have migrated to the United 
States and nearly one-fourth of that number

V THE MAY FESTIVAL. 

Now that the May Festival is over and has 
proved to be not only a musical but a finan- 
cial success, it only remains to consider it in 
ite general bearings, and every one of the 
considerations has a local tendency—first, be- 
cause, as Mr. Thomas himself very courteous- 
ly said on the closing night, its musical suc- 
cess was due to Mr. Tomlins and his chorus, 
and indirectly because our Chicago players 
were so well and so largely represented in 
the orchestra. Mr. Thomas can never be 
sufticientiy thanked for the splendid orches- 
tral music he has given us with that incom- 
parable band. Their playing of the Fifth 
Symphony of Beethoven and the Jupiter 
Symphony of Mozart was a pleasure that 
will long be remembered. We shall never 
hear them played better. The array of 
soloists was a brilliant one also, but apart 
from their solo numbers in the afternoon 
concerts the most of them had comparative- 
ly little to do, and yet it was possible through 
thetr services to hear works of the highest 
and most dignified class which can only be 
performed under such circumstances. It 
was the chorus, however, that made the suc- 
cess of the festival, and when all the sur- 
roundings are considered its work appears 
all the more remarkable. 

At the very outset the organization of the 
chorus was of a very crude kind. With the 
exception of the members of the Apollo Club, 
it represented no society that had been under 
discipline and training. It had no help from 
the German singers of the city. Its members 
were picked up here, there, and everywhere. 
Many of them had to take musical instruc- 
tion before they were fitted to commence 
studying the large and difficult works which 
were te be performed. The labor imposed 
upon Mr. Tomlins was herculean and in- 
volved almost constant rehearsals for eight 
months. It was at times discouraging and 
apparently almost profitiess, but he labored 
on, and succeeded in placing a chorus upon 
the stage which not only proved itself im- 
measurably superior to the New York chorus, 
but in nearly every respect equal to the 
famous Cincinnati chorus. The President 
of the Cincinnati Asociation, Mr. Pendle- 
ton, and the chorus director, Mr. Mees, were 
enthusiastic in their expressions of satisfac- 
tion. And now suppose that the Chicago 
chorus, instead of singing in a railroad yard, 
distracted by the noises all about them, ex- 
posed to the weather almost as much as if 
they had been out of doors and singing 
into two blocks ot space, bad been lodged in 
a handsome, convenient, comfortable, well- 
warmed hall, like that in Cincinnati, what 
would their singing have been? Never did 
achorus sing under more disadvantages to 
an audience more uncomfortably fixed to 
hear them, and this not through any fault 
of the managers, for they spent almost 
enough money to build a hall in trying to 
make the great barn comfortable. Every- 
thing considered, therefore—the original 
crudeness and heterogeneous character of 
the chorus, and the immense disadvantages 
under which they sang, their exposure to 
rain, cold, and constant drafts—Chicago has 
a right to be proud of what her singers have 
accomplished. ' 

The obvious suggestion that now comes up 
is to retain this grganization permanently 
and improve and perfect it. It would be a 
shame to let such a band of singers fall to 
pieces now that the festival is over. The 
financial result shows that the people are 
ready to patronize them, and a second festi- 
val could be given with less expense, even 
upon the same scale, than the first. As an 
educational facteg in musical progress, this 
chorus can do a great work. Chicago needs 
it. Pork, corn, and lumber, excellent things 
in their way, should not constitute the whole 
of Chicago’s life and experience. There are 
higher and nobler things in the world, and 
Ohicago is now big enough and old enough 
to discover them and enjoy them. ‘The great 
crowds which attended the festival, in spite 
of the disagreeable weather and genera! dis- 
comforts, are a sufficient proof that she is 
both discovering and enjoying them. 

Having a chorus capable of doing the larg- 
est works and a remunerative patronage, the 
sequitur is of comrse a hall where festivals 
can be held. We have already as elegant a 
music-hall as there is in the country for use 
on all ordinary occasions. What we now 
need is a hall for festivals, something after 
the manner of the Cincinnati hall, central- 
ly located, and constructed and especially 
equipped for these large gatherings, and,it 
ought to be ready in time for the second fes- 
tivalin 1884. if we had had such a hall the 
books of the managers would have shown 
a handsome profit, and the musical results 
would have been still finer. And now is the

AN INDIAN SCHOOL, 

There isa very suggestive page illustra- 
tion in the current number of Harper’s 
Weekly on the subject of education. It isa 
picture of the Government Indian training- 
school at Forest Grove, Oregon. The picture 
is in five sections, the centre consisting 
of a view of a dozen “new recruits ”’— 
“Spokane Indians“; the upper right corner 
of a carpenter’s shop, occupied by pupils at 
work; the upper left of the housework- 
room occupied by Indian girls, washing, 
sewing, mending, and employed in other 
duties of housekeeping; the lower left of a 
shoemaker’s shop occupied by pupils making 
shoes; and the lower right of the general 
recitation-room of the school proper. 

The Indian school, of which the Weekly 
gives an admirable picture, is in charge of 
Capt. M. C. Wilkinson, U. 5. A. It consists 
of 100 pupils, from 5 to 20 years of age. 
The Government appropriated $5,000 for the 
first year’s experiment, and presumably de- 
tailed Capt. Wilkinson to take charge of it. 
He started with twenty-live pupils, who 
“reported” in “blankets and moccasins, 
with uneut and unkempt hair, as wild as 
young coyotes.” It js said of the hundred 
now composing the school that “they have 
learned to sing like nightingales and ses 
like beavers,’’ and that they “are quite a 
intelligent as a similar humber of —— 
youths.” 

The boys learn how to “make boots and 
shoes, build houses, shoe horses, and how to 
perform the various operations of agricult- 
ure.” The girls learn how “to sew, darn, 
wash, cook, iron, churn, wash dishes, and 
keep their rooms in order,” and “ both sexes 
learn their lessons promptly and retain what 
they learn tenaciously.“ 

Capt. Wilkinsendoes not follow in the beat- 
en track of the old system of education with 
these young Indians. He has adopted the 
manual-training system. He says: They 
ought to be taught various trades and handi- 
crafts So that when they return to their homes 
— be properly fitted for life’s strug- 
gies.”’ 

In concluding a very interesting account 
of Capt. Wilkinson’s experiment, the Weekly 
says: 

We agree with Capt. Wilkinson that this is the 


of great importance to thé remnant of 
savages remaining in the United States. But 
they are only a handful, destined at last to be 
absorbed into the dominant white popula- 
tion. In the large cities of the country, 


zenship. And these children, given over to 
crime, do more damage to the community 
than all the tribes of Indians could do, if 
united and on the war-path. 

We do not wish to be understood as dis- 
paraging the Government Indian school in 
Oregon, but we desire to impress upon edu- 
cators and statesfhen the fact that the streets 
of Chicago, and of every other large city in 
the land, are swarming with young savages 
as vicious and as intent upon mischief as the 
red devils of the frontier. Nothing but edu- 
cation will save these scapegrace children jn 
our midst from becoming enemies of society. 

This indian school should furnish another 
hint to educators and statesmen. II it is 
necessary for an Indian boy to have some 
practical information when he leaves school 
why is it not equally neggssary to the white 
boy? Capt. Wilkinson says these young 
Indians must be taught trades in order that 
they shall be “fitted for life's struggles.” 
This is the argument used in support of the 
introduction of manual-training to the cur- 
riculum of the public school, It is insisted 
that a purely intellectual education is not 
sufficient to fit the pupil for “life’s strug- 
gles.“ Capt. Wilkinson says that intellectu- 
al training is not suſhelent for the Indian 
boy; and if he is right the routine, rut edu- 
cator who insists that it is sufficient for the 
white boys wrong. He is wrong unless it 
is insisted that the white man’s wrongs to 
the Indian have entailed upon him the obliga- 
tion to give his sons a better education than 
be does his own. 

Nothing shows more conclusively than 
this Indian school experiment that there is a 
widespread doubt of the efficiency of our 
public-school system. The chief educators 
do not admit it, and as a rule they oppose 
any innovation upon the old rut system, but 
an army offi gwith experience about Indian 
life compre md the importance of teaching 
young Indiang} to ameliorate the condi- 
tion of their peo , importance of giv- 
ing them a practical education, an education 
which fits them for life's struggle.“ And 
in the new school in the Western wilds there 
is no old system to be broken down as a pre- 
liminary to the trial of an experiment in edu- 
cation. 

It would be queer if our school system 
should be reformed through an experiment 
with Indian boys and girls in Oregon! 


POISONS. 

The London Standard, in an obituary 
notice of the late Sir Robert Christison, the 
eminent authority on poisons, referring to 
his frequent appearance in the witness-box 
as an expert, says that he virtually hanged 
Palmer, the Rugby poisoner,” and that his 
evidence regarding strychnine and its effect 
“may be said to have done almost as much 
good by showing how easy it is to detect as 
evil by teaching thousands the nature of the 
deadly drug.” In the course of his evidence 
in the Palmer trial he stated that he knew 
a vegetable aikaloid the minutest dose of 
which was fatal, but which no test could de- 
tect in the body.” This testimony caused a 
profound sensation, and the presiding Judge 
excitedly abjured the great poison expert 
not to say another word about his deadly 
“ vegetable alkaloid.” 

Among the ancients the persons most 
familiar with the nature of poisons were 
those who used them, not those who detected 
their presence in the dead bodies of their 
victims. As tyrants are almost always cow- 
ardly they rarely dare to face their intended 
victims. lt only required that poisons should 
be discovered to insure for them a ready 
market at the back door of the ancient Nug's 
palace. Every ancient crowned and sceptered 
ruler had his murderer near at haud, as 
Richard IIL had his Tyrrel. And if any 
man near his person ventured to be teo hon- 
est or too scrupulous his death was decreed 
by poison, Thus was Aratus doomed to 
death while speaking words of wisdom to 
Philip of Macedon. “ Robbers,” said Aratus, 
indeed, take to rocks and precipices for 
security; but for a King there is no such 
fortress as honor and humanity.” Phaurion, 
a sycophant General of Philip, was directed 
to “take off Aratus in a private manner. 
That compliant officer accordingly sought 
Aratus’ acquaintance and “gave him a 
dose, not of a sbarp or violent kind, 
but such a one as causes lingering 
heats and a slight cough, and gradually 
brings the body to decay.” Aratus was a 
stoic. He knew the poison was working in 
hisweins, but bore it in silence. Toa friend, 
however, who expressed surprise at seeing 
him spit blood, he remarked with grim hu- 
mor: “Such, Cephalon, are the fruits of 
royal friendship.” 

It was 400 years B. C. that Socrates was 
doomed to death by poison. Two hundred 
years later the use of vegetable poisons became 
so general at Rome that stringent measures 
were adopted to put an end to the abuse. 
On the testimony of a maid-servant that 
*some ladiesof the first families“ were in 
the habit of preparing and distributing poi- 
sons 150 persons were convicted and pun- 
ished. 

Theophrastus, the Greek philosopher and 
naturalist, declared that a poison was pre- 
pared from aconitum which could be moder- 
ated in such a manner as to have effect in two 
or three months or at the end of a year or 
two years.” So terrible was the fear of this 
deadly drug that “ people were forbidden to 
have it in their possession under pain of 
capital punishment.” 

At the beginning of the Christian era the 
Roman Emperds made frequent use of 
secret poisons as the means of dispatching 
dangerous rivals, not neglecting their near 
relatives. A notorious expert poisoner 
named Locusta was extensively employed 
in the wretched busigess. She had been 
“condemned to death for her infamous act, 
but saved that she might be empleyed by the 
State.“ Agrippina, at the same time niece 
and wife of Claudius, desiring to be rid of 
her rogal husband to make room for her son 
Nero, applied to Locusta for a poison 
“which should deprive him of his reason 
and gradually consume him.” For she 
feared to dispatch him suddenly, and yet 
wished to prevent him from making new 
regulations respecting the succession to the 
throne. A eunuch was employed to admin- 
ister the poison, which was poured igto a 
dish wf mushrooms, Unfortunately the 
poison did not produce the desired effect: 
and Tacitus says Zenophon, the court 
physician, was called to the aid of 
Agrippina, and that as a last resort 
he, while pretending to assist Claudius in his 
efforts to vomit, “put down his throat a 
feather besmeared with deadly poison.” 
Having killed her uncle-husband, Agrip- 
Dina concealed the fact of his death until

In the latter pagt of — cent- 
ury a female poisoner named Tophania 
flourished at Pabimo and afterward at 
Naples. “She distributed her preparation 


by way of charity to such wives as wished to 


have other husbands.” From four ty six 
drops were sufficient to destroy life. “She 
distributed her poison in small glass vials, 
with the inscription, Manna of St. Nicholas 
of Bari, ornamented with the image of the 
Saint.” The reputed sanctity of it preserved 
it from the too close scrutiny of customs offi- 
cials. When the authorities attempted to 
seize Tophania she took refuge la a convent. 
She was, however, finally captured and 
thrown into prison. The Roman Catholic 
clergy denounced the act of arrest as a vio- 
lation of ecclesiastical freedom, and tried to 
excite the people to insurrection. But Topha- 
nia was put to the rack, where she confessed 
to having caused the death of 600 person. 
She also denounced her protectors, and they 
were dragged from their hiding-places in 
churches and monasteries. She was stran- 
gled. and, to mitigate the Archbishop,“ her 
body was thrown into the area of the con- 
vent from which she had been taken. 

In 1659 it was observed at Rome that 
“many young married women were left 
widows, and that many husbands died when 
they became disagreeable to their wives,” 
An investigation disclosed “a society of 
young married women whose President was 
an old woman who pretended to foretell fut- 
ure events, and who had often predicted 
very exactly many deaths of persons who had 
cause to wish for them.” By a stratagem 
eyidence of their guilt was obtained, and the 
whole society were arrested. Ali except the 
old woman confessed, She, her assistants in 
crime, and three others, were hanged in the 
presence of a vast concourse of spectators. 

‘The story of Mary Margaret d’Aubray, who 
in 1651 was married to the Marquis de Brin- 
villier, is perhaps more familiar than most of 
the foregoing accounts of poisoners. It is, 
however, horrible, and yet so romantic as to 
deserve a place here. Both husband and wife 
were highly connected and comparatively 
wealthy. Brinvillier was in the military serv- 
ice, and in one of his campaigns became ac- 
quainted with one Godin de Sainte Croix, 
also of a distinguished family. Young Sainte 
Croix paid his addresses to Mme. Brinvillier, 
whose husband died; but the two had not 
a sufficient sense of decency to marry, and 
their amours became scandalous. The Mar- 
chioness’ father was so outraged thereby 
that he caused Sainte Croix to be arrested 
and thrown into the Bastille. There he 
formed the acquaintance of an Italian named 
Exili, who knew the art of preparing poisons, 
and from whom he acquired it. When liberated 
he kept Exili with him, rejoined his mistress, 
instructed her in the art, and the two delib- 
erately embarked in the business of poison- 
ing. She assumed the appearance of a nun, 
distributed food to the poor, nursed the sick 
in the HOtel-Dieu and gave them medicines, 
but only for the purpose of trying the 
strength of her poison undetected on these 
helpless wretches.” She employed Sainte 
Croix’s servant to poison her father and her 
brother, both of whom died, the one after re- 
peated attempts, and the other on the first at- 
tempt. These deaths roused suspicion, and 
the bodies of the murdered men were un- 
earthed and opened, but the suspi- 
cion did not attach to Mme. Brin- 
villier. The discovery of her guilt was 
as extraordinary as was her career 
of crime. “Sainte Croix, when preparing 
poison, was accustomed to wear a glass mask; 
but, as this once happened to drop off by ac- 
cident, he was suffocated, and found dead in 
his laboratory.” Among his effects there 
was a small box to which he had affixed a 
written request that after his death it might 
be delivered to the Marchioness de Brinvil- 
lier, & in case she should not be living that 
it might be burnt.” It is needless to say 
that the box was opened and discovered to 
contain various kinds of poisons. The Mar- 
chioness tried to secure possession of the 


box, but failing, fled the country. Sainte 


Croix’s servant claimed it, but was gus 
pected, tried, and convicted, and broken on 
the wheel. An ingenious detective traced 
the Marchioness to Liége, enticed her into 
French territory, arrested her, and conveyed 
her to Paris. She confessed the commission 
of many crimes, was tried, convicted, and be- 
headed, and her body burnt. She was beau- 
tiful and graceful, and had that serene and 
tranquil air which announces virtue,”

I should be very glad,“ Lady 
Cavendish wrote, “if there can be any means of 
letting it be known in Ireland, so as to have some 
good effect, that I would never grudge the sacri- 
fice of my darimg's life if only it leads to the 
putting down of the frightful spirit bf evil in 
the land. He would never bave grudged it if he 
could bave hoped that his death would do more 
than bis life. There does seem some hope of 
this and you are doing all you can to keep down 
that most dreadful danger of ‘panic and biind 
vengeance.” Witnesses to the reading of these 
words declare that Rag Spencer was himself 
“deeply affected,” and that at certain times he 
could scarcely proceed for emotion. Mr. Tre- 
velyan was present, and burst into tears.“ and 
was not the only one who was overcome ina like 
manner.

But, gentlemen, before taking my seat per- 
mit me to say that the hospitality that we have 
80 cordialiy extended to you is not altogether 
un unselfish thing on our part. We expect to 
realize handsome returns, but just how, we do 
not stop to Inquire. 

Your A — here, in our judgment, beto- 
kens better things to come. Hitherto the busi- 
ness- men of our gy oy cities bave only 

u acguaintances, but now that they have 
broken bread together we hope to be friends. 

Small cities, like small men, may be jeulous of 
each other's success in trade, but we bave now 

rown to be too large and too important to har- 

rany longer the prejudice of our youthful 
days of competition. 
e sbould think of a common rather than a 
ivided interest, and work together for the ad- 
ancement of the Northwest, for its increase in 
pulation, for the development of new territo- 
ry. and for the unfolding of all its hidden wealth 
in soil and mine. 

And especially should we see to it that we ex- 
ert a just and proper influence upon our local 
and Nutional Legisiatures. In this way each 
city can do vastiy better for itself than by any 
seltish efforts to outstrip the others in com- 
merce. We ought not to lose sight ot the 
fact that Cincinnati, St. Louis, and Chica 
ean and should coutroi the commerce of the 
great Northwest. And we sbould determine to 
cooperate, with a view to the accomplishment of 
this end. 

For that purpose, we may assume that we are 
but one city; Space bas already been annini- 
lated. You go to sleep ina Pullman car at St. 
Louis or Cincinnati in the evening. and awake in 
the morning at Chicago, or vice versa. 

Many otber ideas have suggested themselves 
to me in this connection, and I sbould be giad, 
under other circumstances, to refer to them. 
but Lam sensible that our time is limited. and 
that there are many yet to speak, whom you will 
ail be much better pleased to listen to. there- 
fore yield the floor to them with pleasure. 


The Hon. James L. Broadhead, of St. 
Louis. 

Mr. George B. Allen, President of the St. Louis 
Club, was asked to speak for St. Louis, but be 
gracefully introduced the Hun. James L. Broad- 
head, who, on behalf of St. Louis, returned 
thanks for the courtesies and hospitalities ex- 
tended their club, and for the lessons they had 
learned; for they had learned much, he said, in 
the two days they had been the guests of the 
Chicago Commercial Club. He did not exagger- 
ate when be said that Chicago was oue of the 
greatest wonders of the present age. Ot all the 
mechanical giories of the nineteenth century 
Chicago surpassed them ail. She bad 2 
her population seventeen times in tbirty 
years. «re was no other instance of growth 
like that in the world. it was tour times the in- 
crease of St. Louis. With the same ratio for the 
next thirty years, Chicago would have a popu- 
lanon of £00°,000. [Lauebter.] He referred to 
the disadvantages of rapid growth, and spoke of 
the river and proposed ship-canal, saying tnat 
St. Louis ye talking about Lake Michigan 
being made a tributary of the Mississippi. He 
hoped it would be. When it was, the people of 
Chicago would join with St. Louis in favoring 
the improvement of the navigation of the Mis- 
sissippi. [Appiause.| They bad seen bere 
many wonders—magniticent botels, large 
manufactories, storehouses of grain, palaces— 
and they rejoiced in Chicago's prosperity. St. 
Louis was not envious of Chicago. Where ad- 
miration beganenvy ceased. [Applause] And 
in this instance envy was lost in admiration. 
Chicago bad proved herself wiser than St. Louis 
or Cincinnati. Her men were no better, no 
more reliable, no more hospitable; they were 
wiser—bad taken more weapons from tune 
armory of modern science than St. Louis or Cin- 
cinnati. and bad used them better. He hoped 
this would not be the last meeting of the three 
clubs from the three great cities of the Valley 
of the Mississippi. [Applause.] 


Mr. T. F. Gaff, of Cinctnnatil. 


Me. T. T. Gaff responded for Cincinnati, ex 


pressing gratification, and saying that the 
pleasure they bad had would long be in their 
memory. They bad been shown the things 
which made Chicago great, and perbaps the 
source of ber greatness and success—that 
hearty all for one and one for all which was so 
prominent a characteristic of the city. [Ap- 
plause. ] Cincinnati would do her part in im- 
proving the morality of trade. He appreciated 
the spirit which had brought them dere. A- 
though Chicago had inaugurated the system of 
commercial intercourse between the three great 
cities of the West. be trusted before twelve 
montbs rolled * — Cincinnati migut have the 
pleasure of extending to the clubs of Ohicago 
and St. Louis the courtesies of the city. [Ap- 
plause.] 


Mr. G. A. Madill, of St. Louis. 

Mr. G. A. Madill, of St. Louis, was called on to 
speak on criminal-law reform. He proceeded 
to return thanks, on behalf of his own elty, for 
the unbounded hospitality with which.the vis- 
itors bad been treated. Althougb not. bimself 
interested in commerce, be was daily called upon 
to give advice in regard to the controversies 
daily arising in mercantile affaire. He had 
nothing to say about criminal jurisprudence, 
but he believed the combination of the mer- 
chants of St. Louis, Cincinnati, and Chicago 
would tend greatly to the advantage of all 
three. The means of growth lay at their doors, 
and their future was guaranteed by the fact 
that they spoke a common language, and had a 
common goverument. 


Mr. M. . Ingalls, of the Big Four.” 
Mr. Nelson proposed as a sentiment, “ St. 
Louis, Cincig@nati, and Chicago—The three West- 
ern sisters, and called on Mr. M. E. Ingalis, of 
Cincinnati, President of the Cincinnati, Indian- 
apolis, St. Louis & Chicago Railroad (the * Big 
Four ) to respond. That gentieman made a hu- 
morous response, and said he believed the Chi- 
cago Commercial Club had done a good thing in 
getting together the representatives of ber sis- 
ter cities. Cincinnati’ bad the South, St. Louis 
the Southwest, and Chicago the boundless Nortb- 
west to draw upon. There was uo room 
for jealousy or bickermg between the 
cities, Chicago was incompara- 
bie—in us way. The people of 
this city differed entirely from those of Cincin- 
nati and St. Louis. The same vim and energy 
were shown in Chicago as 200 years ago by the 
Pilgrim pioneers. The speaker beld that it was 
the duty of merchants who had made a reason- 
abie amount of money to do what they could to 
improve the condition of their fellow-citizens. 
In this effort the three cities could join together. 
They could take hold of the problems of munic- 
ipal reform and goveromest, and, by acting to- 
gether, could arrive at the desired end. 


Mr. N. K. Fatrbank, of Chicaco. 
Mr. N. K. Fairbank referred to the older civ- 
jlization of St. Louis and Cincinnati. The mu- 
sical culture of the latter and the school for 
manual instruction of the former had attracted 
great attention in Chicago. Cincinnati, St. 
Louis, and Chicago mould become the grand 
triumvirate of cities controlling the commerce 
of the Mississippi Valley. The music of 
incinnati, the conservatism of St. 
uis. and the modesty of Chicago 
would make a grand combination. [Laushter.] 
The Chicago Commercial Club devoted itself 
largely to the discussion of questions of mu- 
nicipal government and the neral advance- 
ment of the public weal, he was glad to 
know that the same was true of similar clube in 
St. Louis and Cincinnati. 


Mr. Henry Mitchcock, of St. Louis.

The Hen. T. o. Howe, Postmaster-Gen- 
eral. 

Postmaster- General Howe was next called 
upon to say something about the mails. Hesaid 
be was glad of the opportunity to make the ar- 
quaintance of the solid men of the Northwest. 
As a recently-appeinted letter-carrier, he want- 
ed to know. the men whose letters he 
was charged with the custody of. ([Laugh- 
ter.] He was a manufacturer himself, the 
principal line of goods which he turned 
out being Postmasters. [Lauruter.] His visit 
to Chicago was for the purpose of seeing whether 
its business men got their letters as rapidly as 
possibile, and to confer with railroad men about 
the possibility of burrying up the mall service. 
It was his hope that, before the close of the 
next fiscal year, it might be arranged that a 
train should be run from New York to Sao 
Francisco in twenty-four hours less time than 
nad hitherto been seeded for that purpose. 
[Appiause.} This desirable result hinwed upon 
the liberality of the railroad companies, for the 
Post-Oltice rtment bed very little money to 
spend. Mr. owe ex pressed his gratification at 
meeting the representatives of tbe three great 
Western cities, and said that in the basin of the 
Mississippi lay the heart of the Republic. 


The Rev. Brootte Hertford. 

The Chairman proposed “The Commercial 
Ciub of Beston,” and calied on the Rev. Brooke 
Herford to respond. Mr. Herford said there 
were two reasons whioh induced a clergyman to 
leave his post. One was that he had done all he 
could—completed the work of regeneration, 
and the other was when he found that he had 
too hard a crowd to tackle. er He 
would not attempt to decide which had dravn 
ulm to Boston or whether there might not be a 
third motive—that remaining strength might be 
put to stronger and more beipful use in some 
other position. He nad keit all bis life that the 
powers and possibilities of the business life 
were not rated ieh enough. They were com- 
monly regarded as a means of making 
money, but not eas a means of making men, 
whereas they bad been fruitful in the worid's 
great movements—the stronghold of struggies 
for reforms, and uprieings of liberty. and the 
bulwarksof religion. He would look back with 
3 and thuokfulness to the impetus which 

e bad seen given to many good objects by the 
discussions of the Chicawo Commercial Club. 
He never wasin a city where there seemed to 
be so broad an alliance among tne stronger and 
better mea of every church, and so hearty an 
ambition to try todo any good work. He hoped 
the three cities would go furward, and be 
grander than they dream of—especiaily 
grand not only in the possibilities 
of numbers and commercial greatness, but in 
those bigber tbhings—art, education, morals, and 
retigion—which made the true atness of peo- 
pies and the strengest and t manhood of 
man. [Apphuse.] 

This end the speech-making, and, as there 
were po voluntary toasts, Mr. Nelson declared 
the banquet at an end.

The Van Depoele Electric-Light System 
Its Superiority, Simpiicity, Cheap- 
ness, and General Adaptability.

A GHOST STORY. 


How the Good Ship Harry Booth Was 
Saved irom Greek. 
Bat ain Traveller. 

At a meeting of religious reformers held in 
the house of Mr. William H. Banks, East Bos- 
ton, a few evenings since, Capt. C. P. Drisko, 
whois well known as an able and experienced 
shipmaster, spoke in substance as follows: 


In the winter of 1865 1 Commanded the ship 
Harry Booth, bound from New York for Dry 
Tortugas, with a cargo of Government stores 
and 20 mechanics and laborers to be employed 
on the fortifications then in the curse 
of construcuon.

To baul off was impossible, 
the wind blen too fresh to carry sail, and the 
only rational course left was to incur the risk of 
crossing the Babama Banks. The ship drew 
fourteen feet, and | could not expect that there 
was much more tban fifteen feet of water on 
some parts of the banks. <A foot is very little 
to spare under a ship's keel; but Iresolved to 
tuke the chance, and accordingly squared away 
—that is, put the ship before the wind—and took 
my departuretrom Berry Island.

the same man entered the cabin, and 
more imperiously than before said: “Go 
on deck and auchor!“ IL recognized at a glance 
that the speaker was my old friend, Capt. John 
Barton, with whom I had sailed when a boy, and 
who treated ine with great kindness. I sprang 
on deck, rounded the sbip to, and anchored ber 
with fifty fathoms of chain. All hands were 
called and the sails furled. Shortly afterward 1 
teit the ship touch, but neither the mate nor 
any one else noticed it. A few minutes later. 
however, ail bands felt it. Ii threw the lead first 
from one side then from the other, and found 
five fathoms (thirty feet) of water. | was per- 
piexed, and asked myself what it could mean. 
when the same voice saug ut. Thro the lead 
over the stern!” I did so, and to my dismay 
found only thirteen and one-haif feet. (The 
ship drew fourteen feet.) Ll immediately set the 
mizzen topsail and spanker ang backed her 
clear of tne reef, against which sue 
sheered every time She brought a 
strain upon her  chbain.

Watenmg my movements closely, he 
rounded to almost as soon as 1 did, and thereby 
saved his vessel.

A Bad Outlook for Ironworkers at St. 
Louis. 

Sr. Lovis. May 27.—It is asserted by authority 
that the Laciede Rolling-Mill in this city will 
shut down next week if the workmen insist 
upon the advance in wages which bas been de- 
manded. This mill has a large amount of man- 
ufactured stock—enough to fill contracts and 
meet probable orders for several months, and 
can stop work without particular injury to their 
business, but if the men will continue work at 
the present schedule of wages, they will keep 
their mili operating and give employment to a 
full compiement of hands.

The artist's work was a source of wonder to 
the Zufiis, and they looked upon his spirited 
portrayals with intense interest.

DROWN ED. 


George A. Conly and Herman 
Reitzel Drowned at Ches- 
terfield, N. H.

BRATTLEBORO, Vt., May 27.—George A. Conly, 
basso, and Herman Reitzel, pianist, of the Clara 
Louise Kellogg concert company, were drowned 
in Spofford Lake, Chestertield, N. H., a favorit 
resort ten miles distant from this place, yester- 
day afternoon. Miss Kellogg came to Brattie- 
boro with her company Thursday nigbt, and 
went herself to Burlington on Friday morning 
to fulfill a personal engagement there. The 
company remained bere, aud were to be re- 
joined by Miss Kelioge today and give a concert 
here this evening. During the day yesterday 
some friends took the gentiemen of the com- 
pany to Lake Spoffora fof their eutertainment. 
While Mr. Crossiey, the manager, and others 
were engaged in trout-fishineg in a little stream, 
Couly and Reitzel, at about J p. m., went on the 
lake in a row-boat. When evening came they 
did not appear and search was made for them, 
which resulted in finding their boat bottom up 
on the west shore of the lake, but no other trace 
of them could be found. The alarm was given, 
a message was sent to Brattleboro, and 
further search was immediately begun 
this morning. The oars of the boat have 
been found on the shore, with Conly’s 
bat and coat. This is believed to indicate that 
the bout capsized, when Conly, who was an ex- 
pert swimmer, stripped off bis coat and at- 
tempted to save his young companion. Both 
were in tine spirits when they left the shore. 
They were cautioned to be caretuf, as a strong 
south wind was biowing. Conly replied that he 
had no fear, as the boat was a good one and be 
knew bow to manage it and could swim. Sev- 
eral leading Brattieboro citizens dragged for the 
bodies for several hours, but they have not been 
recovered, 

A SKETCH. 

The telegraph dispatches bring the sad intelli- 
gence of the death of George A. Conly, the well- 
Known basso, who bas appeared iu Chicago many 
times in opera with the Hess and Strakosch 
troupes, and wasa great favorit here in Chica- 
go. George A. Cooly was born at Southwark, a 
suburb of Philadelphia. on the 17th of February, 
1845. After gaining at the Old Coach Factory” 
Grammar School, on Fifth street, below Wash- 
ington avenue, the usual amount of information 
which the common schools of twenty years ago 
were abie to give, young 25 gained empioy- 
ment in the type foundry of Mackelilar, Smiths 
& Jordan. Here be remained for two years, and 
tnen, at the age of 16, he enlisted in the Twenty- 
unt Regiment of Pennsylvania Voluao- 
teers, unger Col. Murphy. The tern 
of enlistment was for three years, 
and in these years the boy became aman. With 
Fighting Joe Hooker. he was above the clouds 
at Lookout Mouutalu, and then, at Chattdnooga, 
his tirstterm of service having expired, he re- 
enlisted for the War.“ This made bim one of 
Sherman's army of heroes who broke the Re- 
belliou's backbone, and young Cunly was among 
the first thousand men to enter Savannah, when 
the famous march to the sea bad been success- 
fully accomplished. The famous War Governor 
of Pennsylvania, John W. Geery, had tong felt 
an interest in the bright youug soldier whose 
voice had whiled away many a long hour for the 
boys in camp under the Southera pines, and as 
a result Coniy found himself one moruing ap- 
pointed chief clerk at division headquarters, 
and ever after Gov. Geary lost no opportunity 
of showing his friendship for the young soldier, 
and Conly was always a welcome visitor at the 
Governor's mansion in Harrisburg. 

Returning from the army be resumed bis oid 
position in Mackelilar, Smiths & Jordan's estab- 
lishment, where be remained for several years. 
It was here that he discovered, or rather was 
told, that he hada gold mine in his voice, and 
he accordingly, wentto work to cultivate it. 
Morning, noon, and night, at every interval in 
bis business hours, at home and abroad, Mr. 
Couly worked with ode object—the realization 
of artistic fame. Italian became a necessity, 
and the 2 that language required time 
and money. e found the first—the second he 
dispensed with—“ lialian Without a Master.“ 
He began it, he worked at it, he finished it. 

He subsequently left the type-foundry estab- 
lishment and beeame connected with the Print- 
ers’ Cirewar.

Sale of the JamesGordon Bennett Estate 
in New Work. 

One of the notable sales of real estate last 
week in New York was that of the estate of 
James Gordon Bennett. The sale was for the 
purpose of dividing the proceeds jointly, and 
was by order of the Supreme Court, at the re- 
quest of Mr. Bennett, who appeared as plaintiff 
in the friendly suit. None of the principals 
were present. Mr. Bennett was represented by 
his attorney, John Townsend, and Mrs. Beil, née 
Bennett, by Van Winkie, Chandler & Jay, at- 
torneys. There was a large attendance, the 
bidding was spirited for some of the property, 
notably the Fort Washington and the Fulton 
street pieces, All the property was bought by 
Mr. Bennett’s representative.

MARKET MATTERS. 


A Generally Prosperous Condition of 
Things Among the Purveyors of “Gar- 
den Sass” on South Water Street. 
Yesterday afternoon a TRIBUNE representa- 

tive visited the principal commission houses 
along South Water street for the purpose of 88 
certaining the prices of fruits and vegetabies. 
In spite of the wet and disagreeable weather of 
the past two weeks, the market remains firm, 
and the dealers profess to be perfectly sutisfied 
with what they are receiving for their produce. 
Southern Illinois is now sending its full quota 
of produce to tuis market, and shipments from 
the far South are decreasing. The continued 
cold weather seems to prevent decay in the old 
potatoes, and dealers predict a steady market, 
with a demand for good fruit and vegetables of 
all kinds, 

New potatoes are being received from Ala- 
bama, and are bringing from $7 to $8 per barrel. 
The Louisiana crop is vot as good as usual, ow- 
ing to continued wet weather. Vid potatoes, of 
which there is a good stock on hand, command 
from $1.40 to $1.75 per bushel. 

The supply of cabbages is constantly increas- 
ing, and the sbortage in the crop is not as 
marked as it was two weeksago. The prices 
are from $6 to $7 for crates containing frum 
thirty to forty heads. The dealers still have on 
hand a quantity ef damaged cabbages from the 
South, which they are glad to get rid of at any 
price. As yet the supply in this section does 
not ual the demand, and shipments from 
abroad are being received daily. 

Bariy vegetables are being received from 
Soutnpern lilinvis and from this section daily. 
Spinach selis for from $1.50 to $1.75 per barrel; 

eplant, frum 20 to 25 cents per bunch; lettuce, 

rom d to cents per bunch: radishes, from 

20%0 25 cents per bunch; onions, from 10 to 15 

15 cents per bunch; and asparagus, from 55 cents 

to $1 per bunch, 

Beans are being received from Mississippi, 
and green beans are quoted at $1@1-25 per box. 
Southern IIlinots is turnisbing its usual quota of 
peas at from 51.50 to $2 per bushel. Bermuda 
tomatoes sell for from 50 to 60 cents per busnel. 
Cucumbers are quoted at 40@59 cents. 

The berry crop is proving us good as expected, 
and the demand will probably be less than the 
supply. Strawberries are bringing from $3 to $6 
per case, and the supply from Southern {ilinois 
still holds out. Cherries are in market, but 
there is little demand for them. Plums are to 
be seen on the street in great quantities, but 
not in good condition, and but few are sold. 
There is little or no call for blackberries, which 
are plenty and are selling for from 15 to 20 cents

The musical features of the May Festival, 
which bas been the event of the past week in 
musical circles, call for no further mention, 60 
fully have they been dealt with after each per- 
formance.

A Werd About the Festival Chorus. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CMmoado, May 27.—Our first May Festival is 
now a thing of the past. The soloists have 
pocketed their liberal rewards, folded their 
song-books, and “silentiy stolen away”; and 
while theif notes still linger in our ears, we look 
longingly after them hoping they may all come 
again and bring us other pleasures. The great 
choral array too has gone every one bis own 
way,” and in tue quiet that follows a triumph 
we can now calmly survey the work that has 
been accomplished. 

The city journals have done ample justice to 
the work performed by soloists, orchestra, and 
conductor, as well as to the managers who had 
the affair in charge, and nothing further need 
be added; but it is of the work performed by 
the great chorus and its leader that a few words 
may be said. 

Tbat much was expected of this chorus, each 
individual member deeply felt, and each also 
feit that it would be almost impossible to satisfy 
these expectations from the short time of train- 
ing and the great difficulties of the choral works 
undertaken. 

The public generally cannot appreciate the 
vast undertaking of organizing and training 
such a body of singers; for upon the chorus de- 
pended the success or failure of the festival, as 
no great vocal work could be given without a 
trained chorus; simply engaging a great orches- 
tra aud a formidable array of solo singers would 
not make a festival. Aud where was the body 
Of trained singers tocome from? Although sev- 
eral h societies emimecd there were serious 
obetacies against taking those societies bodily 
and amalgamating them into one larwe choral! 
body; so singers had to be drawn from all 
sources, and it was no small task to collect such 
as were sulliciently cultivated to undertake the 
difficult music to be sung. Aud even when col- 
lected the work was but then begun. New difii- 
culties arose. There was great irregularity in 
the attendance at sub-rebearsals, for in many 
minds there seemed to be plenty of time in the 
intervening montns from October to May. 

Furthermore, they were for the most part not 
acquainted with each other nor with the con- 
ductor; a feeling of strangeness and timidity 
was apparent; time was necessary to overcome 
this, and to moid them tothe ways and will of 
their leader; and here is where the personality 
of Mr. Tomlins came into play. That indetina- 
ble something which Mr. Parton calls a presence, 
and which is as uncommon among conductors as 
among people we meet on the street or in the 
drawing-room, went out among them and per- 
vaded the ranks, and singers bewan to feel it to 
be a great pleasure to attend rehearsals, and, 
contrary to the expressions of rejoicing uttered 
by one of the morning papers that the festival 
was over, I think I express the sentiment of the 
greater part of the chorus when I say that they 
are sorry that their weekly meetings are at 
an end. The public expression on the part 
of the chorus on Friday evening, in calling out 
their leader and showering biin with flowers, 
was-but balf they feit, and later on tho same 
evening a more cordial manifestation took place 
under the stage. when bundreds crowded 
around to congratulate him. From the first the 
study of the reladons between conductor and 
singers and the development of those u nspoken 
intiuences that bind man to fellow-man—infiu- + 
ences as delicate and various as summer clouds 
—has been, as it always is, a most interesting one 
to those who are fond of such psychological 
studies. 

There may be other conductors in Chicago 
that could have trained such a chorus with 
equal ability; for myseif I have not seen, or 
rather felt, m; however, itis but fair to say 
that the writer has only sung under the direc- 
tion of three others. 

It is certainly a great compliment to the Chi- 
cago chorus that the press and critics both at 
bome and from abroad do not hesitate to rank 
its work both in volume of tone and excelieuce 
of artistic finish with the choruses of New York 
and Cincinnati, especially since it is to be re- 
membered that the Cincinnati chorus had al- 
most as many years of training us we had 
months, besides the superior properties of their 
concert hall, for singing ia the Exposition Build- 
ing was but little removed from voutdoor sing- 
ing in the matter of space to be overcome. And 
this superiority under the circumstances must 
largely be ascri to the intelligent directions 
received from Mr. Tomlius. Each and every one 
of those sungers is largely benefited by this fes- 
tival. They have been made better and broader 
dy such music. week of song bas lichtened 
the burdens and the anxieties of everyday 
life, and for the time put away its cares: 
and even if in financial results it had fallen 
short $50,000, instead of $5,000, it would still have 
been a profitabie investment. Upon leaving the 
Exposition Concert-Hall un Friday evening the 
writer overheard a State street merchant re- 
mark chat it was a bore,“ and he woudered “if 
it payed.” Do men ask whether — schools, 
or museums, or art galleries, or libraries pay! 
Tuat man could never know the pleasurable 
emotions the hearts of those singers.

Only a Slight Demand Yester- 
day by Grain-Shippers for 
Vessels. 


Room Taken for Only a Little 
Over 100,000 Bushels 
to Buffalo. 


‘Dock and Other Notes—Vessels Passed Port 
‘ Huron—Vessei Charters—Around the 
Lakes—Port List. 


Lake Freichts. 

There was only a slight demand yesterday by 
grain- tor vessel- room, and capacity for 
only a littie over 100,000 bushels of corn was 
taken for Buffalo. A couple of obarters were 
made to Canada ports, both forcorn. There 
was no change in rates, 2 cents on corn to 
Buffalo remaining the ruling igure. Quite a 
fleet of large grain-carriers are now due. or 
ne~ “ly 60, trom the lower lakes, and it is hard to 
te bow they are to secure cargoes for the 
lower lakes, as the supply of corn at this 
port is very Small (that is, corn availabie for 
shipment), and but little comparatively is com- 
ing in by rail. When the owners of such craft 
as the steambarge W. T. Graves and schooner 
George W. Adams allow their boats to lie in port 
(as the Adame and Graves are pow doing at Buf- 
talo) without attempting to secure engagements 
for them the profits of carrying corn at 2 cents 
a busbel must be smaller than even the most 
ignorant person supposes. Said a shipper 
yesterday to a vessel-agent: “I understand 
Mr. has chartered the sebooner on 
condition that be can get the grain. Wen. 
I will do the same with every vessel you bave 
got, and give them loads when I can secure the 
grain.” Shippers are perfectly willing to char- 


them with, all of which is yery discouraging to 
the men who have invested their money in fine 
vesseis built especially to carry grain. The out- 
look grows daily worse for vessela, The char- 
ters made yesterday were:

The East-Bound Freight Movement—A 
Little More Activity—Business on the 
Western Coe 
There was atrifie more doing in east-bound 

freights during the past week. The total ton- 

nage of flour, grain, and provisions on the six 

Eastern roads was 18,7387 tons, an increase of 


5,109 tons as compared with the tonnage of the 
week previous, and a decrease of 20,011 tons as 
contrasted with the movement for the corre- 
spouding week last year. The Vanderbilt roads 
carried 7,157 tons, while the movement over the 
Pennsylvania lines fuoted up 9.211 tons. The 
Baltimore & Onio increases its business 631 tous. 
The Grand Trunk shows a falling off of almost 
200 tons, which would indicate the doing away 
of concessions to favored shippers which, 
it was cbarged, were made by 
the Erie Road on certain shipments from this 
city to local poiats on the Lehich Valley Road, 
via the Grand Trunk, Buffalo & Waverly. The 
entire tonnage could easily have been moved 
over any one of the Vanderbilt or Pennsylvania 
lines in three days without taxing its rolling 
stock to its full capacity. The fact is. there is 
no demand for breadstuits and provisions in the 
East beyoud a bare consumptive one. Prices 


as is the east-bound business from 
this city, the eityward movement ot produce 
from the interior shows no improvement, ex- 
ceptin the single instance of corn, which the 
farmers are hurrying to market to obtain the 
bigh prices now current, and which they fear 
may not be maintained until the new crop 
reaches maturity.

The bread was dark, but it tasted 
sweet and wholesome, and showed no evidence 
of either mustiness or Samples of the 
flour were also exhibited. It was dark in color, 
but was clean and pure, and was in good condi- 
tion, showing that it was spring-wheat flour of 
about secoud grade. It is such flour as is used 
by nine-tenths of the iaburing menu's families in 
Chicago. To say that the bread and flour which 
the leporter saw are unwholesome would be 
saying that which is untrue. The bread and 
flour both appeared to be what they represented 
and nothing more.

Detroit bas evidentiy struck a jewel in Weid- 
man, off whose pitching up to date fewer runs 
r game, and fewer base hits per game, have

is Ward, of Providence, of whom eighteen runs 
have been made in six games. Weidman bas 
pitebed in eight games, with only twenty-one 
runs against him, an average of but 2%. In 
base hits be bas done much greater work than 
any other pitcher. In eight games, two against 
Cleveland and three against Chicago, the oppos- 
side have been times at the bat, and have 
only made forty-tive hits, an average of 178. 
This is an average lower by W per cent 
than that of uny other pitcher in the league. 


A Detroit paper remarks: It is evident that 
the discipline of the Chicagos is far sbort of 
what it was last season.

MRS. EWING’S LAST LESSON. 

Mrs. Emma P. Ewing gave the ciosing lesson of 
ber course in domestic cookery at the A thenzum 
yesterday morning. in speaking of fruits, she 
said apples, peaches, plums, prunes, and many 
other dried fruits were usually cooked without 
being soaked, and were sent to tabie uncomely 
in appearance, and too often with an accumula- 
tion of grit and dirt about them that in uo way 
added to their palatabieness. All dried fruits, 
after be thoroughly washed. should be soaked 
for several hours in cold water, then cooked in 
the same water by gently simme until very 
tender, and, just before the cook was fin- 
ae mana sugar to sweeten them should be 

Most fresh fruits ought to be well washed be- 
fore they were eaten, ei 
uacooked. Many people 


d poem g sy oe 
properly done it did not injure either, and any 
ode who had seen the quantity of sand and dust 
removed by the operation froma single quart, 
even of the best small fruit usually obtained in 
market, would seldom afterward have au in- 
creased relish for unwasbed berries. The best 
mode of washing berries was to hull or stem 
them, place in a bow! or basin of cold water, 
tumble about gently with the bands, and then 
remove and place on a sieve or strainer to drain. 

In the preparation of jams, jeiiies, marma- 
lades,and all manner of fruit preserves the 
juices should be evaporated or condensed by 
— simmering in a snallow vessel before ad- 

ing sugar, so that after it was added the cook- 
ing need only be continued long enough to per- 
fectly dissvive and combine it with the fruit. 
This method insured the finest flavor and the 
richest color. Applies should be stewed as 
quickly as ible, if it was desired to retain 
the natural taste and appearance of the fruit. 
At the beginning of the process a little water— 
as little as would serve the purpose—should be 
added, and the vessel kept closely covered till 
the cooking was completed. The flavor of the 
apple wus usually exceedingiy delicate and 
easily destroyed; rr tho smallest 
quanthy of water requisit for thorough cooking 
should be used. For the same reason all un- 
necessary stirring during or after cooking ougbt 
to be carefully avoided. Cranberries should be 
cooked in the same manner as apples, and sugar 
should not be added to either until removed 
from the fire. 

Berry or smali-fruit musbes made a delicate 
dish for either breakfast. dinner, or tea in warm 
weather, and were easily prepared according to 
the following recipe: To a quart of berries 
add a pint of water, and sweeten totaste. Boil 
just enouch to cook the fruit, and, when nearly 
done, stir in a tablespoonfui of arrowroot, corn- 
starch, or wheat flour, to thicken the juice and 
form a thin mush of the fruit. Serve cold with 
cream. Blackberries are especially nice for 
making this dish. 

A very dainty pudding, Mrs. Ewing said, could 
be made by Allg a dish with thiu slices of 
bread and butter. covered thickly with hot 
stewed huckieberries, and letting it stand till 
coid, to be eaten with cream.

With Many Incidental Observations on 
Woman, Wealth, and Wine. 


The speech Mayor Harrison made the other 
day in welcoming to the city the members of 
the Liquor- Dealers Associaton has caused 
quite a commotion among many religious peo- 
ple, who were shocked by the sentiments his 
Honor expressed. One of them— 

THE REV. WATSON THATCHER, 
pastor of Emanuel Methodist Episcopal Church 
-was so put out that be sat down and wrote the 
Mayor as follows: 

CHICAGO, May 25, 1882.— Mayor Harrison—Drar 
Sin: In my — yee I und a reported 
speech made by you ore a body of brewers 
and liquor-dealers in North Turner Hall, and in 
reading it 1 was so shocked at some of your ut- 
terances I take the liberty as a private citizen of 
this city, you holding an official position—a pub- 
lic servant of the peopie—to write you. I ve 
beard many criticiams u you, but I bave 
thought that, possibly, some were exaggerated, 
but when read witerances of yours I 
was led to think, possibly, the half bad not been 
told. Situated as you are, having seen the 
misery and degradation of crime that you 
have seen as the direct resuit of 
the of alcoholic liquors, 
this city, and then for you 
them “I recognize in you, gentiemen, the —— 
sentatives of one of the most importunt indus- 
tries in the country,” is perfectly abhorrent to 
me, and so is the remark. If I thought vour 
success would make drunkards of men I would 
be the last man to stand here and welcome you, 
but I don't believe it.“ In allcandor Lask you 
are those who purchase what they manufacture 
and sell, or those who do not purchase, the 
drunkards of these houses of death? Why has 
this city so many thousand drunkards? Is it 
pot because they buy and drink what these 
men manufacture and sell? You know 
it is. You koow it is a curse in ovr 
midst. “One of the most important interests 
in the country.“ Les, it filling jails and prisons, 
and poor-houses are important interests. You 
must or ougbt to know that of the 6,012 prison- 
ers in the jails and penitentiaries of our State, 
per cent, or 4,900 of the number, committed 
the crime of which they were coovicted through 
the influence of intoxicating liquor: that, of the 
1.500 prisoners at Joliet, more than 1,400 said 
they were there as the result of the ticensed 
saioon and liquor. You know that the use of 
liquor makes drunkards, and that this city would 

an Eden rather than a fallen, degraded 
Babylon, if we were free from tuese byways to 
perdition. Wewould be a city of honor and 
gior if we were not sitting in the 
shadow of death, where there are several thou- 
of these cesspools wherein thousands are 
annually carried down to poverty and shame to 
nameless and drunkards’ graves. 

The liquor trafiic is either a biessing or a 
curse. ou are the first person who pretends to 
be anybody, that | ever heard of, as saying that 
it was a blessing as expressed. One of the most 
important interests. May God have mercy on 
rou, and forgive you! Be not deceived. God 
8 not mocked. “Whatsoever a man soweth 
that shali he also reap.“ Yours uly.

Healizing that be had put his foot in it, and of- 
fended a large class of community in the at- 
tempt to make the brewers his friends, the 
Mayor did not throw aside this letter, but in- 
dicted a reply “in order to set bimself rigut : 
and, to do this de resorted to his usual excuse 
when de says somet which he regrete— 
charges that his speech had been garbied by 
the newspapers. Appended is his answer: 


THE MAYOR’S ANSWER. 


Cu10caGo, May 26, 1882.—Mr. W. Thatcher—My 
Dear Sin: I dave just received an earrest let- 
ter, signed by W. 
vert upon a speech made by me to the brew- 
ers. I find your name in the directory, and, as 
there is internal evidence that this letter was 
written by a clergyman, 1 send my answer to 
you. ii you are not the writer then my apology 
must be the name. 

You (Mr. Thatcher) say you are shocked by 
my statement that the brewers’ interest was ove 
of the most important ones in the country. I 
made this statement when 1 was speaking to a 
lot of business-men, meeting together as 
a business organization, ana while dwelling 
upoa the vast capitai erm ployed by 
this organization and the vast revenues 
it paid to the Government. I made oo allusion 
to it as a social organization, no allusion what- 
ever to it asa moral or immorai organization. 
The connection with other things | said showed 
that I spoke of the organization purely as a ma- 
terial and tinanoial one. A newspaper carbied 
my remarks, and you take these garbied re- 
marks for your attack upon me, and assert that, 
though you had not believed before what was 
said of me. now you suspected that the baif had 
not been told. newspaper editor who prob- 
ably sat last Sunday under a pulpit, who pays 
bis dues and claims to be better than other men 
are—is a Uhbristian on Sunday, but a 
liege servant of the father of all 
lies during baiance of the week 

rbied my speech, and made you, a weak 
rother, bear testimony against me as you have 
done iu thie letter. Mr: Thatcher does not bim- 
self bear faise witness, but his ready credulity 
shows that, had he lived 1,800 years ago. he would 
bave been ove of those who lifted up his voice 
and thanked God be was not as other men are. 

You say that you are shocked by my saying 
that if Lbeheved the brewers were trying to 
make drunkards I would be the last man to wel- 
come them. You then on and ask me many 
questions as to the effects of liquor, of its 
production of crime, and ask me if 1 
don't know these to be facts. True, 
drunkenness is the cause of much crime; 
true, the distiller and the brewer make the 
article trom which drunkenness springs, but 
thay does not prove that probibitory laws would 
stop the crime. And if you will carefully read 
the statistics from States where there is prohi- 
bition you will find that 1 amrigbt. I am as 
earnest in trying to do good tothe people as you 
are. [despise a drunkard and hate drunken- 
ness, and 60 stated to the Brewers’ Association. 
But when I talk, I talk as a freeman, express 
my sentiments boidly, and ask no man to follow 
my advice, but allow every man to think as 
seems to him best. I find that the vast majority 
of mankind use stimulants in some form or other. 
and yet the vast majority of mankind are sober, 
A comparative few—iuse the word compara- 
tive in connection with the vast majority—a 
comparative few only are drunkards, Now the 
bulk of the world, and lam one of those. can 
use stimulants and yet be Christian men. Is the 
fact that a few who are weak and cannot drink 
without making beasts of themselves, a reason 
why l and the vast majority who do use what I 
believe to be given to me by God for my 800d 
certainly for my pleasure, and not for my im- 
mediate harm, and not for the harm of the great 
mass of humanity—are we to be denied the right 
to use these because a few men cannot drink 
and keep sober? 80 stuted in 
my speech, but I earnestiy urged that 
convention to do what was best not only for 
their own interest, but what was best for the 
sobriety of the world. 

1 do not believe it is the manufacturing of 
liquor that does the barm, nor did these men 
believe it. It is the intemperate use of it by 
those who get drunk. You may pase all the 
prohibitory laws that the statute books can con- 
tain, and yet you will not stop drunkenness. 
— and Massachusetts are a proof of this 

act. 

My dear sir, our cities are filled with brothels 
and houses of prostisudon. Why? Because the 
Creator created woman as He did, and 
gave men passions for the benefit of 
men. These passions are prostituted and 
cause vice. Are we to condemn 
the Creator for endowing man with passions be- 
cause His weak creatures abuse those passions? 
God gave us passious for use and not for abuse. 
God gave us also His good gifts, and 1 class 
among them stimulants, for our use and not tor 
ourabuse. Laws. cannot make us use them 

well. It is proper preaching in the pulpit, the 
fireside, the lyceum, and social influence that 
will stop drunkenness, not probibitory law. 
Why do thieves steai and robbers often kill? It 
1s because they are trying to appropriate to 
themselves that which the thrifty and the indus- 
trious save

To their veneralie teacher Mme. Blavatsxv 
and Col. Oleott ad@ressed a rapturous commmuni- 
cation ailirming their faith in the teachings of 
“our Aryan ancesfors”’ and the Supreme One 
worshiped by them. But, as we regret to learn 
from the Bombay Gazette, the ashes cast upon 
the waters by the Pundit have returned after a 
comparatively few days in the shape of Dead- 

frait. Col. Olcott and Mme. Biavatsky, 
after coming out for the Vedas, dropped Ve- 
Aauntism for Buddhism, and now have become 
Zoroastrians. In the Colonel's own words, 
there is no other religion that has profounder 
trutbs, deeper spiritual truths, concealed under 
its familiar mask than Zoroastrianism.” The 
two distinguished theosophs, it will be seen, 
have been taking a course of Oriental religions 
much as visitors at watering-places take a 
course of medicinal springs, and it is but just to 
say that they have gone through several systems 
of belief with a celerity that does honor to the 
character of the nation of which they are citi- 
zens by birth or adoption. Their venerable 
teacher, bowever, Pundit Swami Dayanund 
Suruswuti. bas beheid them splashing 
about in the successive pools of Vendantism, 
Buddhism, and Zoroastrianism with the same 
mingied feelings of alarm, apprehension, and 
indignation with which a mothorly ben beholds 
her duck purslings disporting themselves iu the 
pond, and accordingly be has made public proc- 
— to the following uncomplimentary ef- 
ect: 

“ The Pundit of the Soma informs the public 
that neither Col. Oleott por Mibe. Blavatsky

But for them to say that they perform 
their phenomena witbout apparatus, without 
any secret prearrangement, and solely through 
the forces existing in nature (electricity), and by 
what they call their will-power,’ is to teil a lie.“ 


THE DEATH OF CHRIST. 


THE FOUR THEORIES AS TO THE PHYSICAL 
CAUSE, 


A writer in a recent numberof the Churchman 


attempts to summarize in the space of a short 
notice the leading theories which have been ad- 
vanced respecting the physical, not the theo- 


logical or metaphysical, cause of Christ's speedy 


departure from life after a temporary suspen- 
sion in full health upon the irons of His cross. 
Among those that have written on the subject 


are Anthony Byneus, who died about A. D. 1700, 


and William Stroud, M. D., the second edition 


of whose treatise was published as late as 


187L. According to the latter writer many ex- 


planations bave been offered regarding tbe 
cause of death. He himself mentions the four 


principal theories. One is that divine com- 
passion pitifully shortened the Savior's suf- 
ferings as He Himself said it sometimes 


shortened the course of time (Matthew, xxiv., 


22). Another is that a state of nervous exhaus- 
tion was followed by such a collapse as frequent- 
ly occurs in the cholera and other violent dis- 
eases, and that this hastened His end with irrep- 


arable rapidity. Yet another, that He died of 
the wound inflicted in the region of the heart 
oy the Roman soldier's spear. And still another 


(which is Dr. Stroud's) that He died of an actual 
beartburst, the result of untold and immeasur- 
able agony. “As to the first theory,” the writer 


in the Churchman says, “it is abundantly clear 


that our Lord did not expire from involuutary 
or outside causes—outside, that is, of His per- 
sonal consent and will. He distinctly ciaimed 
the highest attribute of divinity: self-existence. 
His selt-existence, as He said, was pre- 
cisely like, was, in fact, the exact counter- 
part of, His Father's; and in claiming 
such an attribute He offered a proof 
of His positive divinity and of His Divine su- 
premacy, bigber than which the Bible has never 
ascribed to the great and ineffable ‘i Am. The 
second theory represents our Savior's deatb as 
the mere issue of physical exhaustion. Ques- 
tionless He was physically overborne. He sunk 
under the weight of Hjs cross. He accepted, in- 
deed,a few drops of vinewar to moisten His 
parched lips, but a stupefying draught, which 
migbt have rendered Him insensibie, He instant- 
ly rejected. The pains of crucifixion did not at 
ali affect His seif- sssion. All goes to show 
His entire fortitude, serenity, and self-posses- 
sion till the supreme moment, when He ex- 
claimed, My God, my God, nar hast Thou for- 
Me? That was e acme of 

He uttered one wailing 

cry, His bead, and expired. 
But for such a crisis it might have been neces- 
sary te crush His limbs, as weil as those of His 
lingermg fellow-sutferers. The third theory, 
that His death was the consequence of a ruth- 
less wound by a soldier's spear, is the result of 
a wisconception and a mistranslation. St. John 
is the only evangelist who describes the soldier's 
willful act. But be was present when it oc- 
curred, was a close observer, and could not be 
mistaken about conduct at once bold and palpa- 
ble. Nevertheless, it is maintained that the 


soldier actually, siew his victim. And, as is too 


often the case. we owe the idea to the fastid- 
jousness or eelf-conceit of a professed critic. 
Such an authority insists upon changing a con- 
junction, and reading for instead of but in the 
language, but ore of the soldiers pierced His 
side.” It is an instance among a hundred in 
Christian Scripture where a very siight change 
in phraseology may issue in serious conse- 
quenees. The fourth theory is that of Dr. 
Stroud himself—viz.: that of our Saviors up: 
lifted cry and immediately drooping head were 
owing to an actually burst beart. He brings 
forward abundant and even thronging testimony 
to show that axvony, whicb is a conflict between 
profound emotions—such as often occurs in a 
lower or in a very acute degree between one’s 
feeling and bis judgment, his bopes. and his dis- 
appointments, his faith and his apprehensions— 
bas often produced this singular and fatal issue; 
and he explains its operation like a genuine 
medical philosopher.”

principle of the bill was accepted by 379 to 89. 


The American Baptist missionaries speak well 
of the Telugu converts. In a recent letter one 
of these missionaries says: Three years have 
passed since then—years of persecution and 
trial to a great many of the new converts and of 
sifting the chaff from the wheat. Some chaff bas 
been blown out, but only enough to show the 
genu neness of what remains. Nowhere are 
there any indications of a collapse, uniess it is 
in tne interest«f friends at home. During the 
last year 2.77 were baptized, and about 1.500 so 
far this year—a number which will probably 
reach 2,000 before the end of the year, and per- 
uu pes more than that. In fact, there is no one 
who can tell what might not be done if the mis- 
sionary force were what it ought to be in this 
field. I have baptized with my own hands con- 
verte who have come from villages 
ninety to one burdred miles distant, 
and who came all that distance on foot.

pense, merely for the sake of being baptized. 
Out of 200 candidates for baptism there are sel- 
dom mor than ten from any one village, often 
only one or two; and they teil of great umbers at 
y ~ who are believing, but who could not come 
so far. |

FIN ANCIAL. 


Stocks were dull and steady all day. No gold 
shipments were reported.. The bank statement 
showed a heavy decrease in reserve, but this had 
no effect on prices. Stocks are in the hands of 
cliques, which have the power to hold them up 
against any temporary adversities, in the hope 
of being able to market them in the fall. Before 
now it has happened that the English investor 
has come to the help of a sinking American 
stock market. lf anything of this kind should 
happen now it would be a most powerful factor 
in he situation. The Boston Transcript is au- 
thority for the statement that English capitalists 
will probably decide to take $20,000,000 of Boston 
securities, besides the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fé joan. This is important. it true. It would 
have a neat effect on the outflow of specie, and 
would probably be followed by other] invest- 
ments of foreign capital in American 
securities. But tne recent temper of 
British investors has not appeared to 
be favorable to further ventures in the field 
where Wabash has been so conspicuous a bea- 
con of disaster. At the close stocks showed no 
important changes, but most of the fluctuations 
were upward. Reading gained . on the an- 
nouncement that Gowen had deciared in Lon- 
don that Reading would earn dividends this 
year. On the previous occasion on which Mr. 
Gowen promised a dividend for Reading it sold 
down from 12 to 13X. 

Bets of one to two are made tnat Northern 
Pacific common will sell at 61 this year. 

Wabash earnings for the third week of May 
are reported to show a decrease of $15,000. 

The stock market closed so weak and irregu- 
lar Friday night that the most conservative 
brokers at the Windsor Hotel hardly cared to 
make any especial predictions as to its probable 
course, but many thought that a good many 
stocks were now certainly too low to sell short. 
Board members generally agreed that very pow- 
erful parties had sold the market heavily and 
mostly for short account. These sales were at- 
tributed mainly to Gould, Keene, Cammack, and 
Hutchings, and not many stocks were sold for 
long achount by the commission- houses, the lat- 
ter having peddied out à good many securities 
for customers the day before. It was believed, 
however, that Gould sold largely Friday of other 
stacks than those in which he was personally in- 
terested through bear houses, Gould talks con- 
fidently of a higher general market before next 
Friday, but the weakness in his Wabash and 
other Southwestern stocks caused a lack of con- 
findence among his friends in his predictions. 
Some of his more confident followers neverthe- 
less believe the present weakness has been en- 
gineered on purpose to clear away the rubbish 
preliminary to a big upward turn later on and 
Gould stocks have been sacrificed for effect. 


Brokers who have heretofore done a great deal 


of business for Gould are said to have sold 
Reading down, but there were large purchases 
made for London account, which prevented a 
break in the wakket. 

Gen. Dodge, Vice-President of the Texas Pa- 
cific, said the stock of this company had been 
depressed upon an absurd rumor of the issue 
of anew mortgage which was wholly unfound- 
ed. - This road, he said, was flourishing, and its 
earnings were increasing constantiy. Last 
week's receipts increased $37,000. 

During Friday's raid Mr. Gould did not sustain 
his Southwestern stocks. If he was not a seller 
his course was such as satisfied room traders 
that the Southwestern stocks could be sold with 
impunity. Evidences of Keene manipulation 
were numerous, and Mr. Cammack's brokers 
were exceedingly active. Gould's policy, Kier- 
nan's News-Letter says, makes the immediate 
situation more bearish. It is to be remembered, 
however, that if Mr. Gou'd means to make a 
pull market he is almost certain to begin it this 
way . 

Some of the foreign bankers report a little 
better feeling toward American securities. 

The Wabash Company, Kiernan says, will pay 
its June interest. The company’s statement of 
funded debt does not show the date on which 
interest is due, but it is known that interest falis 
June 1 on $15,000,000 of general mortgages, on 
$2,000,000 of Indianapolis Division first mort- 
gages, and on some smaller issues. The inter- 
est on the general mortgage bonds amounts to 
$450,000, and the total interest charges to be met 
witnin a few days exceed $500,000. The money 
to meet these payments may not have come 
easily, but it is declared to be in the treasury. 
Mr. Gould, Mr. Field, Mr. Terry, Mr. Ashley. and 
others are quoted as saying that the June inter- 
est will certainly be paid. A responsible man 
offered to buy the interest on all the general- 
mortgage bonds issued at $27.50 per $1,000. Par- 
ties whose holdings of the bonds entitie them to 
consideration are assured that there will be no 
defauit in interest. 

A railroad man ia a position to know is quoted 
as saying the business of New York Central 
and Erie shows a further falling-off this month, 

lt is reported that the State of Tennessee’ has 
$700,000 in the Treasury applicable to the pay- 
ment of interest on the new bonds. Bear points 
were circulated on Union Pacific last evening 
based mainiy on Burlington & Quincy competi- 
tion 


The Stockholder says that there is a settled de- 
termination to break Reading, and there does 
not appear to be any reasonable doubt of its en- 
tire success. The movement bas been intrusted 
to hands that show the stock is not being de- 
pressed for the purpose of allowing insiders to 
increase their hoidings, and if it reaches a cer- 
tain figure there are some large blocks that wii! 
come on the market very rapidly. 

The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company has 
bad ciroulars distributed at the New York Stock 
Exchange giving reduced rates on night mes- 
sages, the rate being W cents for twenty words 
to Baltimore, Philadelphia, Washington, Cincin- 
nati, St. Louis, Louisville, Chicago, Columbus, 
and all intermediate points, also to Boston and 
points east. This is understood to be a direct 
challenge to the Western Union Company, for, 
although these rates have been obtainable be- 
fore now, the company has never had anything 
like ample facilities for doing the business. 
With its increased facilities, ana the early com- 
pletion of itsown line through New Jersey, it 
promises to be a much more formidable rival 
than it has been in the past, and an earnest 
warfare ie promised. 

The decrease in clearings is a serious matter, 
the Public thinks. It says:

The Board of Trade and other commercial! or- 
ganizations of this city will transact no business 
during Monday or Tuesday.

The leading produce markets were fairly act- 
ive Saturday and generally stronger. The 
greater strength was partly due to the rain and 
partly a reaction from Fridays weakness. It 
not only rained bara; but it was cold witbal, and 
advices from the country indicated that the 
pluvial visitation has been a very extensive 
one, laying. large areas of farming-land 
under water, and badiy retarding spring work 
in the agricultural regions. A good deal of buying 
of grain was done because of the wet, and the 
selling seemed to be largely done on the fact of 
large receipts. More of the trading than usual 
seemed, bowever, to be in squaring up previous- 
ly existing trades, and it was estimated that the 
markets now stand more nearly evened up than 
is the usual wont. Some of this equalization 
was undoubtedly due to the fact that there 
would be no more tradmg for three days; but 
some of it was directly traceable to unwilling- 
ness to stand in the gap between two sets of 
transactions.» This was especially notice- 
able in the case of wheat, people re- 
fusing to settle July contracts unless 
they could do go directly; so that the deal could 
be actually squared up. The continued strength 
in cattle renewed confidence in pork products, 
and leading packers bought freely. Mess pork 
closed We higher, at $19.45@19.57% for June and 
$19.70@19.

A very quiet feeling prevailed in dry-goods 
circles. The mails brought a goodly number of 
orders, but they were uniformly for mod- 
erate amounts, and the distributions were 
light in the aggregate. The steadiness of prices 
remained undisturbed. Nothing specially new 
was brought to ligmt in connection with the 
millinery, clothing. and boot and shoe markets. 
Groceries were moving in a liberal way despite 
the unfavorabie weather, and the tenor of prices 
was unqualifiedly arm. Coffees were stiff at the 
recent advance, and ‘teas, rice, sirups, and 
sugars were held at full figures. There was a 
good demand for dried fruits. prices ranging as 
before. Fish were active and firm. la the 
market for dairy products there were no 
changes.

Hay 
was steady at Friday’s ‘prices, though the de- 
mand wasfar from active. Seeds were quiet 
and steady, with light offerthgs, though higher 
prices would undoubtedly bave been made if 
some lots of good had been obtainable. 

Lake freights were fairly active, with engage- 
ments reported covering 182,000 bu corn. Most 
of the grain chartered was on through rates to 
the seacoast, Buffalo being nominally 2c on corn 
and through to New Eagland 120. There were 
rumors of additional engagements to carry 150,- 
000 bu corn. 

Rail freights were reported steady on the basis 
of 25c per 100 lbs of grain and We on provisions 
from Chicago to New York. Freight room to 
the seaboard could have been obtained for much 
less. Through to Liverpool was quoted firmer, 
at 160 bid, but with littie doing. 

The receipts of wheat at Chicago, Milwaukee, 
St. Louis, Toledo, and Detroit reported Satur- 
day aggregated 124,000 bu. The shipments from 
the same ports were reported at 59,000 bu. The 
shipments reported from New York, Philadel- 
phia, and Baltimore were 79,000 bu.
